Politics aré said to make strange bedfellows and now it ap- 


pears that city printing contracts have something in common 
with polities, It may be, of course, that they are one and the 
same thing. 

For years the good citizens of Muscatine have listened te 
the silver. tongue of Mayor Herbert.G. Thompson lashing our 
contemporary, the Muscatine Journal. It has not been so 
many years since the mayor was in the front ranks of those 
bitterly fighting the old public utilities and his familia voiee 
was heard attacking the Journal as the mouthpiece of the Mus- 
catine Lighting Company. 

In those balmy days, the mayor was speaking before large 
gatherings of our citizens in school houses, fire stations, the 
basements of churches and eyen on street corners, when no 
other place was available. Those who heard him received the 
impression that he stood for everything the Journal opposed. 
His Honor is an effective public speaker and the tongue-lash- 
ings he administered to the Journal were classical bits, not 
soon to be forgotten by those who heard them. The mayor 
was first, last and all the time for the “deer peepul.” 

But now, the mayor uses his influence to throw the city 
printing to the paper that fought both him and the municipal 
light plant, the paper which, in olden days, worked against a 


_ municipal water works for the city, the paper which worked 
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worked against the best interests of our riverside park by ad- 
vocating the gift of valuable city property to the railroads for 
tracks. 

Why? 

What is the reason for this sudden friendship between the 
mayor and the Muscatine Journal? 

So far as there is any evidence, the attitude of the Journal 
toward the municipal light plant remains the same. There has 
been no change in the editorial policy of our contemporary, so 
far as we are able to learn. 

The Journal has consistently predicted that the light plant 
management would be plunged into politics, The mayor has 
just as consistently maintained that this would never be. There 
are those who believe the light plant has been thrown into 
politics. Appointments made to the board by the mayor might 
indicate there is some basis for this feeling. 

When political enemies are found to be co-operating toward 
a single end,.the people have a right to ask why. 

The civil service commission of five men (the people voted 
for three) was created by an ordinance adopted by the city 
council and the law requires that ordinances be enn in 
a newspaper, 

We understand that an attempt was made to have the civil 
service ordinance published in a weekly paper but it was fear- 
ed too much delay would result. A gesture was made to offer 
the publication to this paper—at a rate that everyone con- 
cerned knew would not be satisfactory. 

For years the Muscatine Journal has deliberately overcharg- 
ed the city for publishing council proceedings. This fact is 
well known to the mayor and to the members of the council. 
No business institution would continue to ‘patronize anyone 


the Muscatine Journal. According to City Recorder McKin- 
ney, this was done at the order of Mayor Thompson. 

The people have a right to know why the mayor insists up- 
on patronizing a paper which has admittedly overcharged the 
city for years, a-paper which has worked against those things 
which the citizens wanted and considered to their best in- 
terests. 

Is.there any connection between the recently demonstrated 
friendship of Mayor Thompson for the Journal and future 
plans for the municipal light pant? — 

From the standpoint of those who are determined to pro- 
teet the municipal light plant, it is a strange alliance. The 
enemies of the light plant are not dead, they are merely dor- 
mant and we do not want to see our mayor playing around 
with thet crowd. 

Residents along Mulberry avenue have just received the bad 
news from the supreme court that they must pay for paving 


they did not want but which was forced upon them — a pa- 


tented type of pavement advocated by the mayor before he as- 
sumed office. Is there something else of like nature in the 
\wind? _ 
Surely there must be some reason for Mayor Thompson go- 
ing out of his way to favor the Journal. 
The people would be interested in knowing just what that 
reason is, 


“Back to normalcy.” The truth is we never get back to 
normalcy, because such a state is purely relative, and what 
was normal three years ago was abnormal or subnormal 
twenty years back, or will be five years hence. The arbitrary 
setting of a norm in business is as futile as setting a standard 


Change. A return to the normalcy of 1910 would be a cat- 
-aclysmic set-back. The hormal¢y of 1927 may seem anemic 
beside the normalcy of 1932. _Normalcy is a convenient word, 
and has its limited uses, but let us not take it as a fetish. 
When the royal families of Europe had finally vanquished 
and_ exiled the little corporal, they gathered in a great con- 
gress to reestablish the old order, Week after week they lab- 
ored. Every loop-tiole, every possible contingency was, they 
thought, provided against. They made a superb effort, in

collapsed. Change.is mightier than “normalcy.’”-—May-Bs.

“THE SCALP AND HAIR” 


While to many people the scalp 
may appear to be just a skin stretch- 
ed over a bony skull with hair on it, 
it is in reality quite a complicated 
part of the human anatomy, 

One of the principle muscles of 
the scalp is the Occipito Frontalic, 
which moves the scalp and wrinkles 
the forhead and raises’ the eye 
brows. The pain and soreness that 
we sometimes have in the face and 
head can be better understood when 
we find that the nerve supply of the 
scalp is derived from the Ist, 2nd, 
and 3rd cranial nerves, which opens 
up the way for reflexes to pass over 
the olfactory (smell) optic (eyes) 
and the occulomotor (also associa- 
ted with the eyes). These are all in- 
termingled and reflexes- can pass 
back and forth and cause a person 
to have a sore head in more than 
one sense of the word. 


The scalp also needs a blood sup- 
ply which is supplied by branches of 
the external common Carotid artery, 
and also there are veins from the 
internal Juglar and common Facial. 

There are also three types of 
glands; namely, lymphatic ¢lymph); 
a sebaceous, (oil) and sudoriferous 
or(sweat glands). 

It may be interesting to many 
readers to know that the scalp is 
composed of three layers. The out- 
side layer (empidermis) is composed 
of over lapping horny scales. This 
outer layer serves as a covering for 
the two inner layers and does not 
have nerves or blood vessels. 

The middle layer, or true skin 
(dermis) contains thousands of 
glands, lymphatics, bloodvessels, and 
nerves; and it is from here that the 
scalp receives its nourishment. 

The third, or inner layer, of the 
scalp is composed principally of fat- 
ty cells and some lmph, and acts as 
a cushion for the two outer, layers. 
An interesting fact concern: the 
hair is that it is a tubular structure.

Nature is indeed a master to‘con- 
struct a tube of such a minute size. 
It is through the center of this tiny 
tube that the hair receives its nour- 
ishment which is pumped up 
through it by the action of the little 
muscles located at the base of each 
hair in the scalp. 

The inner end of each hair fits 
over a tiny bulb or cone-shaped en- 
largement called the papilla. It is 
the expansion and contraction of 
the muscles cells surrounding this 
structure which forces the nourish- 
ment up through the hair.

WASHINGTON — Despite its 
majestic forms and masses, modern 
American architecture is suffering 
from crude attempts to ornament, 
according to the annual report of 
the American Institute of Archi- 
tects just made public. 

After a thorough arraignment of 
architectural practises the institute 
announced that a national exhibi- 
tion of arts of design will take 
place’ in Washington in 1932, con- 
stituting the most signal effort 
Pag | ever has been made to bring 
fo the national consciousness the 
importance of allied arts in our 
architectural development.” 

The National Sculpture Society 
and the National Society of Mural 
Painters are cooperating with the 
institute in arranging for the 
event. The national conventions of 
these three organizations and pos- 
sibly the American Society of 


‘|Landscape Architects will be held 


in the capitol during the exhibi 
tion. ‘ ; 

“Tf our effort to make our archi- 
tecture simpler, more straightfor- 
ward, more truly expressive of the 
purposes and functions for which 
it is created, is to prove an endur- 
ing benefit to the art of architect- 
ure, the simplification of the mass- 
es of our design must be accom- 
panied by the development of tex- 
tures, patterns, and detailed forms 
which exemplify some comprehen- 
sive philosophy of aesthetics and 
design, and not merely a fre: 
tendency to break with tradition,” 
the report said. 
| There has been but a small de- 
mand for the kind of work which 
involves the mastery of traditional 
craftsmanship, according to the re- 
port. The materials and decorative 
motives now being so freely used 
in the contemporary forms of sim- 
plified architecture were for the 
most part held as “either crude 
imitations of undeveloped forms 
originating in Europe or capricious 
inventions which have not as yet 
been brought into any harmonious 
relation to the architecture they 
are intended to adorn.”

‘Odd Facts Told of Tiny Guam, 
To be Orphaned by Uncle Sam 





WASHINGTON—(INS) —Presi- 
dent Hoover’s announcement that 
the smallest of the United States’ 
possessions, the island of Guam, is 
to be abandoned for the sake of 
economy,,prompted the National 
Geographic Society to recall some 
characteristics of that lonely out- 
post in mid-Pacific. 

Several years ago.it was consider- 
ed a strategic naval base for Uncle 
Sam, but now is only a.relay for 
large cable companies, whose lines 
stretch to the Philippines and the 
Far East. . 

It is an island about 30 miles 
long and 6 miles wide with a popu- 
lation Ht 18,620, about 1,100 miles 
from and 1,700 oo 
the Hawaiian Islands. Its popula- 
tion is made up of nine-tenths na- 
tive Guatnese, a  eople similar 
the Filipinos. It has .a growing 
population, however, having jump- 
ed 40 percent in the last decade, 
The climate ‘s like that of Manila. 

Guam was known to Europeans 
a century before the Pilgrims land- 
.ed at Plymouth Rock, having been 
discovered by Magellan himself dur- 
ing his historic voyage of 1521, 
when the ship he commanded up 
to the time of his death, succeeded 
in the first circum-navigation of 
the globe. ‘he missionaries reached 
the island a century and a half 
later. 

The natives of Guam, are, as a 
rule, of good physique and pleasing 
appearance. Owing to their mixed 
blood, their complexion varies from 
the white of a Caucausian to the 
brown of a Malay. Most of them 
have glossy black hair, which is 
either straight or slightly curly. The 
men wear their hair short and the 


equal footing, there being few mas- 
ters and few servants. ~ 

The Guamese, who like to be cal- 
led Chamorros, are a _ happy, 
carefree lot, fond of festivitiest, 
dancing, singing, story telling and 
contests of strength and skill. 

One of the chief industries of the 
island is fishing, and the natives 
have a peculiar way of stupefying 
the fish: They take the fruit of a 
common tree of.the island, pound 
it into a paste, inclose it in a bag, 
and keep it overnight.

}1,000-Mile Gas Pipe 
To Chicago Nears Completion 


Line 





CHICAGO—(INS) — One of the 
greatest engineering feats of mod- 
ern times— a natural gas pipe line 
nearly 1,000 miles long —is near- 
ing completion and will furnish 
Chicago. f&ctorics and homes with 
the subterranean fuel within the 
present year. 

“We hope to have natural gas in 
Chicago by the fall or winter of 
this year,” was the statement made 
to International News Service by 
a high official] of the Peoples Gas 
Light and Coke Company. 

Up hill and down dale, over 
plains and across rivers, the great 
pipeline, longest in the world, is 
being constructed from the rich 
gas fields of Amarillo, Texas, to the 
Chicago metropolitan area. A con- 
tract for the construction of the 
last section of the line from Rock- 
ford, Ill., to Joliet, where it -will be 
connected with the city’s system 
of pipes, calls for completion of 
the work by July 1, 1931. This last 
leg will stretch over a distance of 
155 miles. 

“The construction is proceeding 
as rapidly :s can be expected,” 
said the Peoples Gas official, “but, 
we cannot at this time make any. 
definite statement regarding. the 
date of completion.” 

Representing an investment of 
approximately $100,000,000, the line 
is being constructed of 24-inch steel 
pipe, especially built to withstand 
the terrific pressure of natural gas. 
More than 300,000 tons of steel 
were purchased for the product. 
Besides the main line, approximate- 
ly 1,000 miles of pipe of smaller 
diameter is being laid for auxiliary 
lines. Across rivers aS many as 
three emergency lines are being 
constructed so that the flow of gas 
will not be interrupted by accidents 
to the main line. 

Completion of the gigantic pro- 
ject is expected to result in lower 
prices and enhanced efficiency to 
the gas consumer. It is planned to 
mix the natural gas with the artifi- | 
cial product. 

“This mixture,” said an official | 
of the company, “will prove of} 
greater efficiency ‘than the product 
now in use. Other than that, we 
can make no definite statements 
at this time regarding our plans 
|and expectations. The entire pro- 
| ject is still in a formative, experi- 
; mental stage and the best we can J 
{do is to await developments.” 

Anticipating the introduction of 
natural gas in the Chicago Area, 
the company about a year ago filed 
an application @with the Illinois 
State Commerce Commission, re- 
questing that the-eompany be per- 
mitted to alter the basis on which 
the consumer is charged. 

The proposed basis for charging 
would be the heat unit, instead of 
the volume. In the petition to the 
Commerce Commission, it was 
pointed out that the mixture of 
manufactured and natural gas 
would result in more heat per cubic 
foot of gas. Thus, if consumers paid 
for heat unit instead of for cubic 
foot, they would benefit by an ac- 
tual reduction of cost. 3 

G@erge F. Mitchell, president’ of 
the company, said: 

“Reduction in the level of rates, 
consequent upon the introduction 
of natural gas must await more 
exact information than is now 
available to the company. Mean- 
while, the step proposed is a con- 
structive one in the direction of ad- 
justing the community and _ the 
company to the anticipated change 
in conditions.” 

It is understood that the com- 
pany will institute a campaign to 
encourage use of gas for domestic 
purposes, particularly for house 
heating, but the scope of this ac- 








tivity has not yet been determined.

Lesson No. 1—”The Swing” 

NEW YORK—My experience has 
taught me that the average golfer 
always tries too hard to achieve what 
he considers a perfect golf swing. 
How many: times have you taken a 
golf lesson or read an article of 
instruction and then, when you at- 
tempted to apply the principles to 
your own game, discovered that you 
were “terrible”! 

In all probability you were think- 
ing more about keeping your left 
arm stiff, your right leg solid, your | 
right hip back, et cetera, than yeu) 
were about hitting the ball. 

On the other hand, many golfers 
play consistently in the low 80’s ar. 
often break 80, yet they have ua, 
swing that is anything but in ac-) 
cordance with the traditions of the 
game. ” 

It is my personal opfmion that 
Mr. Average Golfer is now receiving 
too many and too confusing instruc- 
tions. Most of our great golf stars 
have. been playing from fifteen to 
twenty years—it is little wonder 
they have such perfect golf form— 
yet an amateur will read a story on 
“how it is doné” and expect to 
master the fundamentals in a few 
mjnutes. 

When the club-head hits the ball 
at exactly the right angle, when the 
arms and wrists instead of the body 
are used to accomplish this, when 
the follow-through is in a straight 
line, the ball goes exactly down the 
center. 

These are the things that make 
a golfer send a perfect ball straight 
from the tee even though he may 
be lacking in form. You have prob- 
ably known many golfers who 
played a much better game on their 
first or second attempt than for 
many rounds following. On the 
practice tees which have sprung up 
all over the country I have seen men 
hit balls for 200 to 250 yards when 
they had never before swung a club. 

There is a great mental hazard 
in hitting a golf ball.” Ifa crowd 
gathers around the hole while you 





are playing, nine times out of ten 
you will dub the shot. This series 
of articles, therefore, is written in 
the hope that they may help the 
golfer who can only play on Sat- 
urday afternoons or Sundays, to 
improve his game without being 
forced to think of forty-seven “do’s 
and don’ts”. 

Every golfer has hit many per- 
fect shots. at one time or another, 
and if his swing is good enough to 
do it once, it should be good enough 
to do it again. You can’t hit a 
golf ball and think about all the 
things you should do while hitting 
it. Your swing has to be natural 
and you must have confidence in|! 
your ability to hit the ball right 
and hit it straight. If you are going 
to worry and fret about dropping 
|your shoulder, topping, slicing, or 
| hooking, you will not keep your eye 
_on the ball and will be sure to dub 
| your shot,

SPRING PIGS IN 
IOWA INCREASE 


Show Gain of Two Per 
Cent Over. Last 


_ Year 


DES MOINES—(Special)—An in- 
crease of 2.2 per cent in the sprizg 
pig crop of 1931 for Iowa over the 
crop of 1930 is indicated by the 
June pig survey of the Division of 
Crop and Livestock Estimates, Unit- 
ed States Department of Agricul- 
ture. The elements of increase are 
both more pigs saved per litter than 
@ year ago and also a few more sows 


ual pig surveys are 
made available through the’ coop- 
eration of the postmasters and rural 
carriers who collect the pig-crop da- 
ta from about 10,000 farmers in 
Iowa. The total number of replies 
tabulated represents about four per 
cent. of the farms which produce 
hogs. 

The overage number of pigs saved 

per litter this spring was 6.0 com- 
pared with 5.8 in the spring of 1930. 
Average size of litters this spring 
was the highest reported by any 
previous survey, exceeding the high 
average of the spring of 1930. The 
increase in the total number of pigs 
this spring is equivalent to about 
244,000 head more than a year ago, 
the entire spring 1931 crop totalling 
about 17,335,000 pigs. Only a frac- 
rtion of one per cent was indicated 
as the increase in the number of 
sows which farrowed this spring as 
compared with a year ago. 
- Farrowing beganearly this spring 
according to the reports on num- 
bers of sows farrowed each month 
from December to May inclusive. 
April was indicated as the month in 
which the greatest number of sows 
farrowed, with 50.5 per cent of the 
total, March with 22.9 per cent, May 
21.9 percent, and February 3.5 per 
cent. . 

Sows: bred or to be bred for fall 
litters were reported 28.7 per cent 
greater.than the number which far- 
rowed in the fall of 1930. If actual 
farrowings this fall bear the same 
relation to the June reported in- 
tentions as in the past, the number 
of sows farrowing this fall may be 
expected to -be about 20 per cent 
more than the number which far- 
rowed last fall. Since fall farrow- 
ings in‘Iowa are usually. about one- 
third or more of the spring farrow- 
ings an of 20 per cent next 
fall would be equivalent to about six 
per cent increase in the 1931 yearly 
total. ‘The increase in breeding in- 
tentions shown for Iowa for. the fall 
of this. year. is the third largest 
shown in caaataess years. gpa the 
nine, prece years percen- 
tage-changes in farro as re- 
ported in December have about

shortage of the corn 
crop last. year; furthermore the 1931 


is likely to ‘he greater. than any pre- 
vious acreage planted. It is appar- 
ent that Iowa farmers will take ad- 
vantage of any evidence of an im- 
probability of farmers in other corn 
belt states to increase their breeding 
operations enough to produce their 
customary number of fall pigs. 

The increases in numbers of sows 
which farrowed this spring in dif- 
ferent districts of the state show a 
favorable relationship to the 1930 
corn crop. In general, those districts 
which produced a relatively good 
crop of corn reported increases in 
numbers of sow farrowing. All dis- 
tricts, excepting the south-central, 
reported increases in the numbers 
of pigs saved. :

BROADSIDE IN 
CEDAR RAPIDS 


Covers Wide Range in 
Address Before 
Ad Club 


CEDAR RAPIDS, Ia.—(Special) — 
Norman Baker, touching a wide 
range of subjects, delivered a most 
convincing ‘address before the. Ad- 
vertising club here Friday, the crowd 
being augmented by a large number 
of farmers. who gathered following 
the luncheon to hear Mr. Baker. 

Mr. Baker delivered a thundering 
denunciation against the American 
Telephone é& Telegraph company, 
the public utilities, the power and 
electrical trusts, the main depart- 
ment of agriculture and organized 
medical associations. 

Speaking of the recent eourt bat- 
tles regarding the Baker hospital, 
Mr. Baker referred to the decision 
handed down by the Supreme court 
of Iowa as political. 7 

“The only things the organized 
group could find against me was 
practicing medicine and surgery 
without a license in the state of 
Iowa,” he said. “They brought ac- 
tion on those grounds and we beat 
them in the local district court 
which ruled that Norman Baker was 
not guilty. But the organized medi- 
cal gang said, “we will get him in 
the supreme court’—and they did.” 

Hospital Decision Political 

“If you read the decision of the 
supreme court of Iowa in this case 
you read this: ‘While no evidence 
shows that Norman Baker actually 
treated or actually perscribed, the 
evidence does show that he owns the 
Baker hospital; he owns all the 
equipment; he has gone-.out and 
hired licensed Iowa’ physicians to 
come in and do the work, and by 
virtue of owning the hospital, even 
though the work was done by Iowa 
licensed physicians, he knows the 
secret cancer formulas and he is 
guilty.’ Now, if that isn’t a poiitical 
bee ision, I would like to know what 


“But the Baker hospital is still 
open and it is going to stay open as 
long as Norman Baker can keep it 
open, and I don’t mean maybe,” the 
speaker continued.

During the discussion of the 
trouble he has had in keeping the 
institution open, Mrs. Emma H. Fel- 
ter, of Cedar Rapids, a former pa- 
tient at the Baker hospital, wept.

Two 
friends corroborated his statements 
and swore to the authenticity of the 
photographs shown the’ governor, 
Mr. Baker continued, the governor 
put no*faith in the proof. 

Tells of K-TNT 

The speaker also told his hearers 
of his fight to keep radio station 
K-TNT on the air. He gave a short 
history of the station and of the 
opposition he had met. 

“Regarding radio station K-TNT 
being put off the air—there were 
never any tears shed, and I am tell- 
ing you frankly that I don’t care 
whether it is open or closed,” Mr.
